Hale's distinction, 
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THE BOOKSELLERS’ AND STATIONERS' 
PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 


THE special meeting of the Booksellers’ and 
Stationers’ Provident Association, called at the 
Gramercy Lyceum, New York, on the evening 
of the Sthinst., was attended by upwards of 100 
members. Before the meeting of the associa- 
tion the Board of Trustees met to consider the 
report prepared by a committee of the Board. 
The report was adopted and read at the meet- 
ing by the President. 

Shortly after eight o’clock the President of 
the association, Charles [. Dillingham, called 
the members to order, and after briefly explain- 
ing the object of the meeting, read the follow- 
ing report, adopted at the meeting of the Board 
of Trustees: 

In response to an evident desire on the part 
of many of our members thata special meeting 
of the association be called, our President 
decided to call one for to-night in order that 
all interested might have an opportunity to 
learn the present condition of the organization, 
and especially why the assessments of Novem- 
ber 11 and 30 were necessary. 

It should be borne in mind that this associa- 
tion is a co-operative association, and can pay 
death losses just as long as the assessments 
are paid, and no longer, as the membership has 
not increased to the full limit of 1500, so that, 
while paying $1000 on each death, a large 
reserve might be accumulated. 

The great danger to this and other assess- 
ment associations is the likelihood of a great 
or unusual number of deaths from an epidemic 
or other causes, occurring in any one year. 
During the spring and summer of this year 
there appeared no reason to expect that there 
would be more deaths this year than in any 
past year. But at the October meeting of the 
Board it was found that there had been seven- 
teen deaths, of which ten were proven and 
unprevided for. A special committee was ap- 


pointed to take the matter under consideration 


and to devise, if possible, some method of pro- 
ceeding that would relieve the situation and 
avoid the necessity of making assessments that 
might be a burden on the members. This 
committee reported that, under our constitu- 
tion, there was no actionthe Board of Trustees 
could legally take, other than to assess for all 
deaths of which legal proof had been received, 
and the Board was informed by counsel that it 


‘was their imperative duty to so assess, and 


moreover, that they must assess on any other 
deaths that might be afterwards proven assoon 
as proof should be received. Accordingly the 
assessments of November 11 and November 30 
were made, 

The following facts will show the progress 
and workings of the association, as reported 
from time to time at the annual meetings, and 
our present condition: 

Early in 1879 a number of men interested in 
the book and stationery business considered a 
plan for the formation of a benevolent associa- 
tion through which the widow or friend of a 
deceased member should receive a sum suffi- 
cient to pay funeral expenses, etc. The plan 
met with approval, and finally in June, 1879, an 
organization -was formed, each member agree- 
ing to pay $1.10 every time a member died, $1 
of which was to goto the death fund, and ten 
cents to the contingent fund, the $1 from each 
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member to be paid to the beneficiary of the de- 
ceased member. 

The first payment was $198; the memiber- 
ship increased, and as it increased the payments 
became larger, until $1000 was paid. to ecch 
beneficiary. Up to October 27, 1897, 149 as- 


' sessments had been levied, so that a member 





who was one of the first to join the association 
has paid in $163.90 in the eighteen and one- 
half years of our existence, during which time 
he has had all the benefits of the association. 

The association up to November 9g, 1897, has 
paid out to beneficiaries $140,043.

Asa supplement to this report the Board de- 
sires to answer a few of the questions which 
have been asked by members during the last 
few weeks, thinking that a little time may be 
thereby saved ; afterthis the meeting will open 
for discussion of these questions and of such 


| others as may come up. 


First—As to salaries and expenses: no officer 
of the association has ever received any salary 
or other emolument whatsoever, the secretary 
only receiving enough to pay the actual ex- 


| penses of postage, printing, and collecting as- 
sessments, etc , which amount to about 1000 


per year. Every cent above this sum which 
the association has received has been paid to 
beneficiaries of members. 

Second—As to the thoroughness of our meci- 
cal examination: Our death-rate has always 
been below the average calculated upon by the 
insurance companies, Our examiner is a phy- 
sician of the highest standing. 

Third—As to death claims: every claim is 
thoroughly examined. We require the cer- 
tificate of the claimant, physician, and under- 
taker, all properly sworn to ; these papers are 
carefully examined by our claim committee and 
the matter thoroughly investigated before a 
claim is passed upon. 

Fourth—The question has been asked, Why 
sO many members were dropped on assessments 
148 and 149. This can be easily answered—the 
members dropped had failed to pay their as- 
sessments when due. When previous assess- 
ments expired, members of the Board have 
occasionally advanced money for the delin- 
quent members, thus holding the membership

upto the highest limit possible. The sum thus 
advanced in the past has reached a large 
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amount, and there are still due individual trus- | 


tees considerable amounts, a large portion of 
which will never be collected. In view of the 
heavy assessments which were to be sent out, 
the trustees felt that they could not advance 


money to hold good the membership, and as the | 
members did not pay there was nothing, under | 


the Constitution, for the Board to do but drop 
them from the roll. 

Fifth—Several resignations have been re- 
eived byus. Aresignation cannot be accepted 
while an assessment duly levied remains un- 
paid. If a member pays the assessments now 
in course of collection he has a perfect right 
to resign, but cannot until the: obligation is 
paid. At the expiration of the assessment 
ent out on Nov. 11, all members who have 
not paid are dropped from membership, but 
their liability for the amount of all assess- 
ments now outstanding remains the same. 

Sixth—Reinsurance: we have had several 
overtures from various companies asking us to 
mnsider a plan for the reinsuring of our pres- 
ent members, but no company will take into 
consideration the payment of the nineteen 
laims we have on hand. Therefore we do not 
feel at I:berty to consider such propositions 
until the present assessments levied have been 
paid and the outstanding death-claims satisfied.

THE ASHBURNHAM MSS. 


AccORDING to Bernard Quaritch, Lord Ash- 
burnham, atthe time of his death, possessed 
nearly 4ooo manuscripts, all of significant in- 
terest and importance, including as they did 
rare paleographical examples, early uncollated 
texts, unpublished historical documents, and 
specimens of the best schools of mediaval 
illuminated art. Those which he had bought 
singly 


were all gems. In1846 he bought the Stowe 
siss., which consisted of 1040 numbers, the re- 
sult of long and laborious gathering in the last 
century by Thomas Astle and Charles O’Conor, 
In 1°47 he bought ez d/oc the entire ‘‘ Libri col- 
lection,’ consisting of 1923 articles, which had 
been acquired during many years of industri- 
ous search in old libraries by Guglielmo Libri, 
aman of exceptional knowledge and ability. 
In i849 he bought e# d/oc for £8000 the whole 
collection of Jean Barrois, chiefly remarkable 
for old French texts, altogether 702 Mss. The 
price which he paid for this Stowe collection in 
1846 was £8000, a valuation then regarded as 
excessive by the Trustees of the British 
Museum, who had the first offer and rejected 
it. The same collection was secured by the 
English government for the same institution in 
1883 for £45,000. This was one of the results 
of negotiations started by the present Earl for 
the sale of the entire library. He first asked 
£160,000 for the whole, printed books and 
manuscripts ; next he asked the same amount 
for the Mss. alone. At this price the British 
Museum authorities desired to purchase them 
but the Chancellor of the Exchequer refused, 
and so faras the English nation was concerned 
its dealing with Lord Ashburnham ended inthe 
acquisition of the Stowe collection. During 
the negotiation with the British Museum, ap- 
peals for consideration had come in from the 
French and Italian authorities. It had been 
discovered—chiefly by the ingenious researches 
of Leopold Delisle—that many of the Libri and 





from various sources during forty years | 
numbered no more than 250 items, but these 
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of the Barrois Mss. had been stolen from French 
public libraries; and similar observations re- 
vraled that the Italian libraries had also been 
It was arranged between 
the heads of the British Museum library and 
M. Delisle for the Bibliothéque Nationale, that 
if the whole collection of Mss. should be bought 
by the former for £160,0c0, they would cede to 
the Paris library for £24,000 the articles which 
were claimed as undeniable fruits of theft from 
various French institutions between 1840 and 
1847. When that scheme fell through, by rea- 
son of the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s un- 
willingness, the French authorities were thrown 
out of their reckoning, and paused to reflect. 
Advantarse was taken at this moment by a 
third party to step into the place of the hesi- 
tating Frenchmen, and to utilize a long-desired 
opportunity. Karl Triibner, of Strassburg, act- 
ing as private and voluntary agent for the 
Grand Duke of Baden and the German |m- 
perial authorities, entered into a long corre- 
spondence with Lord Ashburnham. He finally. 
visited him and paid down in 1887 the 424,00: 

which had been fixed as the valuation of the 
166 Mss. (99: Libri and 67 Barrois, or 100 and 
66) which had been stolen from French libra- 
ries. Mr. Triibner’s primary object, which 
he successfully achieved, was to recover the 
famous Manesse Liederbuch, a thirteenth cen- 
tury MSs. carried away by the French from 
Heidelberg in 1656, the loss of which had ever ° 
since been regarded as a national calamity in 
Germany. For £6000 in cashand this precious 
volume, he handed over the 166 Libri and 
Barrois Mss.to the Bibliotheque Nationale. Hy 
a simple arithmetical process, we can conclude 
that £18,000 was the net cost.to the German 
Exchequer of a-single volume of old German 
ballads—the highest price ever paid for a book. 
Both pirties were satisfied, and ought to have 
continued so ; but the Administrateur Généra! 
of the Bibliotheque afterward unreasonably 
complained of the enormous sacrifice that was 
inflicted upon: France by the transaction. 

The Italian government, at a price in ac- 
cordance with the details of the valuation 
made for the British Museum in 1883 (when 
the total amounted to £160,co0), bought all the 
Libri Mss. which remained after the extraction 
of the 99 (or 100) articles that went to France ; 
and with them also ten codices of Dante which 
had been included in the separately gathered 
department of 250 Mss. Thus we see that 
between 1883 and 1887 Lord Ashburnh.m 
realized for 3040 out of his total 3916 a sum 
enormously in excess of the original cost o! 
the whole collection of Ashburnham mss.—we 
may venture to say nearly £50,000 profit. He 
has sold since then the 240 volumes of the 
private collection catalogue in the Appendix 
volume; but he still has 636 books of the 
Barrois collection. There will, no doubt, some 
day bea sale of this important reserved por- 
tion. 

As for the Stowe collection of mss., now 
divided between the British Museum ard the 
Dublin library, we shall no doubt possess be- 
fore long a better description of the items in 
in all departments than is to be found in 
O'Connor's catalogue done for the Duke of 
Buckingham. An Italian catalogue of the 
Libri Mss. was begun ten years ago byC. Paoli 
in Florence, and will, when completed, be a 
valuable book of reference.
